S..O.o7G(H) :—In exercise uf the powers con¬ 
ferred by clause (3) of article 77 of the Consti- 
uTIri the Picsidcnt hereby makes the following rules

E (1) These rule? may be called the Government 
of India (Allocation of Business) (One hundred and 
ninety seventh Amendment) Rules, 1988. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Government of India (Allocation of 
Business) Rules, 1961, in the Second Schedule— 

(a) under the heading “MINISTRY OF AGRI¬ 
CULTURE (KRISHI M ANTRAL AY AV\ 
under sub-heading “A. DEPAR TMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE AND COOPERATION 
(KRISETJ AUR SAHKARJTA VtBUAG)”,— 

(i) for the entry 5, the following entry shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“5. industries, the control of which by the Union 
is declared by Parliament by Law to be expedient 
in public interest; as far as these relate to:— 

(a) Development of agricultural industries inclu¬ 
ding machinery, fertilizer, s&-as and cattle- 
feed with the limitation that in regard to the 
development of agricultural industries, in¬ 
cluding machinery and fertilizer, the functions 
of the Department of Agriculture & Coope¬ 
ration (Krishi Auv Sahkarita Vibhag) do not 
go further than the formulation of demands 
and the fixation of targets; 

(b) Shellac Industry.' 4 ; 

(ii) entry 7 shall be omitted. 

(b) under the Leading “MINISTRY OF FOOD 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (KHADYA AUR NAGRtK 
POORTI MANTRALAYA)” under sub-heading^ 4 A. 
DEPARTMENT OF FOOD (KHADYA VIBHAG)”, 
for entiy 6, the following entry shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“6. Industries, the control of which by the Union 
is declared by Parliament by law to be expedient in 
public interest, as far as there relate to Sugar 
Industry (including development of gur and 
khandsari),”; 

(c) after the heading “MINISTRY OF FOOD 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (KHADYA AUR NAGRJK 
POORTI MANTRALAYAU and the entries there¬ 
under, the following hcadirg and entries shall be 
inserted, namely:— 

“MINISTRY OF FOOD PROCESSING IN¬ 
DUSTRIES (KHADYA PRASANSAKARAN 
UDYOG MANTRALAYA)

(a) Piocessing and refrigeration of certain agii- 
cultural products (milk powder, infantmilk 
food, Malted milk food, Condensed milk.

be substituted, namely:—

including the Indian Power Alcohol Act, 1948 
(22 of 1948).”
